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DIRECTIONS FOR ERECTING A FENCE. 



The posts for all kinds of woven Fencing should be 
set firmly in the ground, not over ten feet apart, and 
those at the corners well braced. If a rail at the top is 
used there is no need of bracing, except temporarily 
when stretching the Fencing. Roll out about one 
hundred feet and staple the end securely at the starting 
posts, a proper distance from the ground. Mark the 
posts where the top selvage should come and drive a 
nail in three or four posts, on which ban? the Fencing, 
or prop it up with sticks till you attach the stretcher, 
which will hold it up. 

Stretch the entire width of the Fencing at once, by 
means of a wood or iron grapple. One of these can 
easily be made of wood by driving several nails ob- 
liquely through a narrow board, as long as the Fencing 
is wide, letting them project far enough to catch be- 
tween the meshes. Then fasten the grapple to the sel- 
vages so it will not tip over or pull away when the 
Fencing is being stretched. After which connect a wire 
stretcher to the middle and draw the Fencing tight and 
staple to the posts. By this manner of putting up a 
fence a uniform tension is obtained and the whole sur- 
face will be smooth and even, 

Staple about once in six inches down the posts. Be 
particular not to spread selvages wider than the goods 
are woven. They should be in a straight line when the 
fence is complete. If a stone or any other small object 
is in the line cut out a piece large enough to clear it. 
When the ground is not level and the Fencing cannot 
be stretched to correspond with the surface, cut into it 
and take out a triangular piece at the posts and bend to 
conform with the ground. Thus if you have to build a 
fence up a hill, cut into the Fencing at the top; to go 
down a hill, cut at the bottom. If there should be found 
a little crooked place in the Fencing, it can be easily 
made straight by following this rule. 

Rolls can be spliced between posts by splicing sel- 
vages and interlocking small wires. Extra wood work 
can be added after the Fencing is stretched on posts if 
desired. Tools required are a wire stretcher, shovel, 
cutting nippers and plyers, and hammer, besides those 
used for putting up the wood work. 

Staples are also necessary for putting up this Fenc- 
ing. We would recommend three-quarter-inch galvan- 
ized staples, with a few of the one-inch size for the ends 
where the greatest strain is. About one-half pound for 
1,000 square feet is required.
